Nanking! Janunry 18. 

Russia today refused to 
mediate in the Chinese civil 
war, blasting the Nationalist 
Government hope that foreign 
intervention might case the 
terms of peuce with the Com- 
munists. 


The Russian reply was handed 
to the Chinese Ambngsador, Mr. 
Foo Ping-sheung, in Moscow yes- 
terday by the Sovict Assistant 
Foreign Minister. according to 
foreign despatches. 3 


The despatches sald Russia 
based her refusal on the grounds 
thet the Sovict Union adheres In- 
variably to the principle of non- 
interference in the Internal affolre 
of other nations. 


‘the Russian reply sald St was 
considered inexpedient to under- 
take the mediation, and suggested 
the civil war bo settied by direct 
negotiations between the two 
parties without foreign interven- 
tion.
